Editorial 


MIDWESTERN SALES 
CON FERENCE? 


Association secretaries in the Mid- 
west, six of them, are presently polling 
the membership of their respective 
associations to find out if there is 
sufficient interest to hold a Midwestern 
sales conference, similar to that held 
last April by New York, Pennsylvania, 
and Tri-States. It is thought that if 
sufficient interest is evident, a Planning 
Committee, appointed by October, 
would have time enough to plan for a 
conference in late winter or early 
spring. 

This publication lends a hearty en- 
dorsement to the idea. At the April 
meeting, the Planning Committee for 
the Mid-Atlantic Conference received 
an on-the-spot mandate from _partici- 
pants to do it again, and there was 
considerable sentiment in favor of 
holding such conferences more than 
once a year. At any rate, the committee 
held an evaluation meeting a month 
or so later, and the date for the second 
conference has been scheduled for 
April 6 and 7, 1962. 

It is worthy of note, that one of the 
most enthusiastic participants in the 
Eastern conference was a Midwestern 
sales manager, who had been recruited 
from the East some six months or a 
year before. There are dozens and 
dozens more just like him in the Mid- 
west who would be equally enthusiastic 
about this type of a program. Owners, 
top management and sales people will 
do themselves a favor by voting “yes” 
to this proposal.

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AGRICULTURE 


Condition of Crops 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 21— 
The 1961 crop of green peas for pro- 
cessing is expected to total 473,860 
tons, according to the USDA Crop 
Reporting Board. This is 6 percent 
more than the 445,390 tons harvested 
last year, but nearly equal to the 
average production of 476,080 tons. 
Extreme temperatures as high as 100 
degrees West of the Cascades in Wash- 
ington and Oregon, and above 100 in 
the Eastern producing areas of these 
States and in Idaho, have sharply 
curtailed production in the Pacific 
Northwest where most of the peas for 
freezing are grown. Harvest is under- 
way throughout the area. In California 
harvest of the record crop was com- 
plete by mid-June. Prospects are 
favorable in the Midwest with yields 
in all States except Indiana expected to 
be significantly above average. Harvest 
is progressing satisfactorily. Favorable 
weather has prevailed in New York 
where harvest is underway in Western 
and Central counties. Although plant- 
ings were late, weather has been 
favorable throughout the growing 
season and record yields are expected 
in Pennsylvania, Virginia, Delaware 
and Maryland. 


DELAWARE-MARYLAND, July 29 
—On the Eastern Shore tomatoes in 
general were in good condition though 
some fields beginning to show the 
effects of dry weather. Good supplies 
of “ripes” are now available and a 
number of canneries got up steam last 
week. 

Harvest is expected to be well under- 
way by August 7. Prospect on green 
lima beans are generally good though 
high temperatures caused some blossom 
drop on the Peninsula. Expect move- 
ment to processors to pick up around 
August 5. Reports of heavy movement 
of sweet corn to processors last week 
and prospects continue excellent. Crop 
of sweet potatoes on the lower Eastern 
Shore is in good condition. 


INDIANA, July 26—Most areas re- 
port at least three days of heavy rain 
with the balance being medium. ‘Tem- 
peratures throughout most of the State 


have been moderate 75 to 80 degrees. 
Hail damage was extensive around the 
Marion-Swayzee-Elwood with 
heaviest concentration in the Swayzee 
area. Tomato plants are reported in 
good condition with from no disease 
to minor disease damage. Some early 
blight reported in the Northwest sec- 
tion with bacterial leof spot reported 
in the Central Northeast and Central 
Northwest sections. Normal to fair 
condition reported on corn. 


STARKS, MAINE, July 29—Snap 
beans are doing well. Started harvest- 
ing today. Crop should be equal to 
last year. Sweet corn started slow but 
is doing very well at present. Expect 
to start packing September 1. Yield 
should be about the same as last year. 


GREENMOUNT, MD., July 29— 
Finished peas on July 29 with biggest 
and probably highest quality pack on 
our records back to 1924. Also finished 
our early pack of green and wax beans 
on the same date. 


QUEEN ANNE, MD., July 30—Rain 
needed badly for sweet corn crop. First 
week corn yielded 3.9 tons per acre but 
all later plantings are showing effects 
of prolonged dry spell. 


VINCENTOWN, N. J., July 31—At 
present there is the prospect of a yield 
of 18 tons per acre on tomatoes. 


STIGLER, OKLA., July 17—Spring 
crop of spinach finished in May with 
yields little below average, 2.8 tons per 
acre. Less insect infestation than 
normally with good quality. Acreage up 
over last year with a proportionately 
larger pack. Green beans are machine 
harvested on 600 acres with one-third 
lost due to May flooding. Yields on 
early acreage of 45 to 55 hundred 
pounds; pack down 5 percent. Mustard, 
turnip and kale acreage off 25 percent 
with quality a little below average. 
Acreage of field peas down due to un- 
certain harvest help. Raw product will 
be in great demand; crop looks good 
now. 


BRISTOL, PA., July 29—Prospects 


look good for a normal crop of tom- 
toes but sudden rain storms are occur- 
ring regularly. Have seen seasons like 
this and if these rains continue will 
destroy a percentage of the crop. 


MANHEIM, PA., July 24—Reduced 
acreage of sweet corn; as of now, yield 
will almost equal last year’s crop. 

OAK HALL STATION, PA., July 
25—Acreage of peas is slightly higher 


than last year. Yield per acre is better | 


than last year with higher quality. 
Weather conditions from planting time 
thru harvest were ideal. Snap bean acre- 


age about the same as last year. Bean | 


stands were poor due to cool, wet 
weather at planting time. Despite the 
poor stands yields will be fair. Stands

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TATISTICS 


Distributor's Stocks 


Estimates of July 1, 1961 distributors 
siocks of 23 canned food items were 
released July 28 by the Bureau of the 
Consus, Department of Commerce. 

VEGETABLES—Distributors stocks 
ol 8 of the 12 vegetable items measured 
in this survey were at higher levels than 
a year ago. Lima beans, carrots, sauer- 
kraut and all five canned tomato prod- 
ucts covered in this survey indicated 
increases in stocks, the largest increase 
(199) being reported by tomato cat- 
sup, chili sauce. Declines from year 
ago stocks were reported for green and 
wax beans (6%), corn (6%), beets 
(9°,), and pumpkin and squash (9%). 
\t the canners level, trends were also 
mixed. “Tomatoes, tomato catsup, chili 
sauce, sauerkraut, and pumpkin and 
squash showed substantial increases (28 
to 63 percent) over year-ago stocks, 
while corn, tomato puree and_ beets 
showed sharp declines (28 to 36 per- 
cent). Smaller changes in stocks were 
reported for green and wax beans (up 


| percent) and carrots (down 4 per- . 


cent). 


FRUITS—July 1, 1961 stocks of red- 
pitted cherries were reduced sharply 
from their year-ago levels—39 percent 
for distributors stocks and 69 percent 
for canners stocks. Stocks of pineapple 
and grapefruit segments were also re- 
duced at the distributors level, 6 and 
2 percent, respectively. However, these 
reductions were more than offset by 
increases at the canners level—61 per- 
cent for pineapple and 15 percent for 
grapefruit segments. Distributors stocks 
of applesauce remained virtually un- 
changed from a year ago, but canners 
stocks rose 15 percent. Canned apples 
indicated a small increase (4°) at the 
distributors level but showed a sharp 
reduction (27%) in canners stocks. 

JUICES—July 1, 1961 stocks of 
canned juices showed mixed trends. 
Distributors and canners both reported 
increases over July 1, 1960 stocks of 
pinéapple juice and grapefruit juice 
but indicated reductions in their stocks 
of orange juice and citrus blends. To- 
mato juice—the largest volume juice 
item—showed a decline of 8 percent

NEW YORK MARKET 


Buyers Covering Immediate Needs on 
Seasonal Items While Awaiting Pack 
Outcome—No Market Reaction To De- 
fense Needs 


By “New York Stater” 


New York, August 4, 1961 

THE SITUATION—Activity on 
new pack canned foods is broadening 
moderately as more seasonal packs 
make their appearance on the market. 
Distributors are covering immediate 
needs in most instances, and are in- 
clined to defer volume operations until 
all returns are in, price-wise, and until 
the packs progress to the point where 
some definite indications are available 
as to supply potentials for the new 
marketing year. Florida canners named 
slightly lower prices on juices during 
the week. 

THE OUTLOOK—Canned foods 
market as yet has failed to show any 
definite reaction to the state of limited 
emergency proclaimed by the President, 
although operators specializing in No. 
10s are studying the possibility of a 
sharp upturn in military subsistence 
procurement of that size as an off-shoot 
to the developing build-up of the 
armed _ services. Otherwise, however, 
it is “business as usual” with the 
canned foods trade. 

TOMATOES—The new tomato 
pack in the tristates has been slow in 
getting under way, with some canning 
areas reporting a shortage of raw stock, 
due both to the lateness of the crop 
and competition from fresh shippers. 
New pack standard Is are offered at 
$1.00 per dozen, with 303s at $1.25, 
21s at $2.25, and 10s at $7.25 to $7.50, 
f.o.b., somewhat below the levels at 
which carryover 1960 pack has been 
clearing up. New pack extra standard 
303s are reported available in a limited 
way at $1.60. 

BEANS—New pack green beans are 
offering in fair volume, but business 
has been rather slow thus far. Tristate 
canners quote short cuts in 303s at 
$1.05, with 14-inch cut standards at 
$1.15 and extra standards at $1.25. 
Fancy French style 303s are quoted as 
low as $1.5714, with extra standards at 
$1.40. 


CORN—A limited amount of new 
pack corn is making its appearance on 
the market in the East, with fancy 
whole kernel 303s listing at $1.50 to 
$1.55, as to seller. A little buying in- 
terest has developed, but mostly for 
small lots for immediate shipment, 
with most buyers inclined to hold off 
until the pack is in full swing. 

PEAS—A little buying is reported in 
new pack peas with standard 303s 
ranging $1.15 to $1.20 on both Early 
Junes and sweets, while extra standards 
command $1.25 to $1. 30 at tri-state 
canneries. 

OTHER VEGETABLES—A steady 
market is reported on lima beans, with 
fancy tiny all green 303s holding at 
$2.50, with small and medium listing 
at $1.75 and pod run at $1.60, all f.0.b. 
canneries . .Distributors are picking up 
sweet potatoes in a limited way, with 
the market on fancy whole 214s in 
syrup quoted at $2.10, and vacuum 
pack squat 3s at the same level . 
Spinach is coming in for a little re- 
placement buying, tristate packers 
quoting fancy 303s at $1.40 per dozen, 
with 214s at $2.10 and 10s at $7.00. 

APPLE SAUCE—The market: for 
apple sauce continues to show easiness 
in the East, with fancy 303s quoted at 
$1.25 and 10s at $7.75. Canners in the 
midwest, however, are out of line with 
the eastern market, quoting 303s at

requirements. -Buyers are waiting 
developments in fruit cocktail pricing 
for the new season, with some addition 
al buying of carryover offerings re 
ported in anticipation of a firme:

THE SITUATION—Activity and 
interest in the canned foods market 
perked up considerably this week as 
additional new pack items are now 
becoming available. The real surprise 
came from the West Coast when can- 
ners announced new pack prices on 
Cling peaches and fruit cocktail. With 
only one or two exceptions, prices all 
across the board were down from last 
spot prices quoted and these the in- 
dustry complained were too low. How- 
ever, this action followed the pattern 
set in the case of apricots and it could 
be there is more fruit available than 
canners would like to admit. In any 
event, prices now are lower than they 
have been for a good many years and if 
distributors are ever going to really do 
a merchandising job on canned fruits 
now is the time. It seems impossible 
canners could be starting another pack 
of fruits in anything but an unhappy 
frame of mind. The only bright spot 
's the fact fruit prices are low with only 
ne way to go and that is up. Buyers 
here are already anticipating the mer- 
‘handising possibilities and the early 
tovement should be heavy. 

Wisconsin canners are now under 
y on new pack beets and they are 
pping readily on the same basis as 
quoted spot quotations. The 
rent’ honeymoon, however, will 
ckly come to an end as new pack 
tations out of New York are sharp- 
wer which always changes a buyer's 
king in a hurry. The corn pack 
in the Midwest will soon be under 
and prices on standard 303s are 
cted to be fifty to sixty cents a 
lower than last spot quotations. 
trades are not waiting for prices 
canners report heavy sales for 
iediate shipment when ready at 
es prevailing at time of shipment. 

in active market at present. 
\NS—Chicago distributors are 
erly awaiting the first shipments 
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of new pack Blue Lake beans from the 
Northwest and canners will be busily 
shipping right off the line. New York 
canners have also found a ready market 
here for new pack beans although there 
has been some price shading on fancy 
tens. Currently, fancy three sieve cut 
green are arriving here on the basis of 
$1.40 to $1.45 for 303s and $7.75 to 
$8.00 for tens with extra standards at 
$1.30 and $6.75 to $7.00. A lot of 
standard cuts out of the Ozarks have 
been sold here at $1.00 but it appears 
this market is going to settle at $1.05 
during the immediate future. This is 
a real active market. 

BEETS—New pack beets are avail- 
able from Wisconsin and not from the 
East which accounts for local canners 
shipping new goods on the basis of 
$6.25 for fancy sliced in tens and $1.25 
for 303s. However, first quotations out 
of New York were on the basis of $5.15 
and $1.1214 which means local canners 
will have to change their thinking once 
supplies are ready in the Empire State 
which won't be long. At the moment, 
Chicago buyers are so desperate for 
supplies of beets they won't argue 
about prices but this attitude is so 
much against their nature that it won't 
last for long. Another real active 
market. 


CORN —Illinois and Indiana canners 
should be under way on new pack 
corn by the time th:s reaches print and 
they will have a lot of fun shipping a 
flood of orders for quick shipment 
when ready. Wisconsin factors will 
probably start the week of August 10th 
and they too should have a similar 
experience. Prices on the new pack 
have not been named but they are 
expected to be sharply lower than those 
last quotated on remaining stocks of 
old pack. Last sales on standard 303s 
were on the basis of $1.45 and the ex- 
perts are guessing the new pack will 
open around $1.15 which accounts for 
all the interest. Stocks in distributor’s 
hands are almost nil and new supplies 
can come none too soon. 


TOMATOES—Trading in the case of 
tomatoes has been confined almost 
entirely the past few weeks to standard 
303s out of the South as stocks of all 
grades and sizes of old pack are so 
limited here in the Midwest. Recent 
orders have been filled on the basis of 
$1.25 for the standard 303s mentioned 
above but southern canners are now 
reluctant sellers on this basis. It looks 
like the market is moving to higher 
levels and could be effected consider- 
ably by what happens here during the 
next few weeks. The local crop is late 


and while some canners will start 
operations around the middle of Au- 
gust, the bulk of this year’s pack will 
be processed during September. An 
early frost would really hurt. 


‘TOMATO PRODUCTS—tThe can- 
ners of advertised brands of tomato 
juice have put the knife into prices and 
the immediate future for the inde- 
pendents is rather bleak. The bottom 
of the market locally has been $2.35 
for fancy 46 oz. but now advertised 
brands are down to $2.75 at local 
points and $2.15 in California with 
little liklihood of higher prices in the 
offing. The independents will have a 
problem when it comes to naming new 
pack prices with the trade content to 
take things easy until they see how 
the industry handles this problem. 


RSP CHERRIES—Wisconsin and 
Michigan canners are finding an ex- 
cellent market for new pack cherries in 
water as the trade were scraping the 
bottom of the barrel for supplies when 
the pack began. Prices are firm at 
$2.10 for water pack 303s and $12.50 
for tens and there has been no quibbl- 
ing about prices to date. The trade 
here are also showing interest in syrup 
pack cherries, both RSPs and _ blacks, 
as these too were well cleaned up. 


CRANBERRY SAUCE—The deals 
are beginning to pop already as cran- 
berry canners make an effort to stimu- 
late early shipments for the coming 
fall season. They vary to some extent 
but a price of $1.65 for one pound 
strained or whole with one case free 
with ten is typical of current offerings. 
These deals are usually good for orders 
shipped during September, both whole 
and strained, are generally quoted at 
$10.00. 


WEST COAST FRUITS—New pack 
prices on cocktail and cling peaches 
caught buyers by surprise although in 
their opinion it was a pleasant one. 
Clings opened on the basis of $2.25 
for choice 214s which is down from the 
last quoted price on spot supplies of 
$2.40 and is a lower price than the 
trade can remember for quite some 
time. Standard 21s are listed at $2.15 
with tens at $7.95. New pack cocktail 
is listed at $2.95 for choice 214s, $1.95 
for 303s and $10.95 for tens. All sizes 
and grades of cocktail are down from 
last spot quotations with the exception 
of choice tens which had been $10.75. 
In the face of higher costs such prices 
are difficult to explain although the 
trade have little interest in explana- 
tions, they are just happy with the 
entire situation.

Higher Costs but Lower Opening Prices 
On Clings And Fruit Cocktail—Objective: 
Heavy Early Shipment With Subsequent 
Advancing Market 


By “Golden Stater” 


San Francisco, August 3, 1961 

THE SITUATION—With the large 
pack prospects of California fruits, 
canners are taking a calculated risk by 
selling early at below cost figures to 
create early volume movement, which 
with trade merchandising, is designed 
to establish a healthy advancing market 
throughout the season. 

CLING PEACHES—The initial ad- 
vertised brand opening of $2.55 a dozen 
on No. 214’s was followed immediately 
by two of the large private brand 
packers at $2.25 for No. 214 choice 
grade, thus setting the pace for the 
new season. Two more advertised 
brands followed suit at $2.55, with one 
advertised brand upening at $2.30, and 
other independent canners at $2.25. 

The trade has been warned that 
these prices are subject to withdrawal 
without notice and only a calculated 
percent of the pack will be sold at 
these low prices. With the known 
higher raw product cost, and a price 
of 15¢ a dozen below last season’s trad- 
ing level, this looks like “the low” for 
this season, so it behooves the buyer to 
protect himself by liberal shipment and 
feature of cling peaches. 

Advertised brand prices are: 8 ounce 
$1.2214; 303’s $1.8214; No. 214’s $2.55; 
and No. 10’s $9.75. Packer label and 
buyers label packers: $1.05, $1.55, $2.25, 
and $8.15 respectively for choice grade, 
while standard grade lists at $1.45, 
$2.15 and $7.95 for 303’s, 214’s, and 
10's. 

FRUIT COCKTAIL — The same 
with low openings against increased 
costs of peaches, pears and grapes. 
First advertised brand opened at $3.35 
on No. 214’s but buyers label packers 
followed at $2.95 for No. 214 choice 
and subsequent advertised brand price 
at $3.20 has set this market. Heavy 
shipping with imminent withdrawal of 
these low prices is anticipated. Buyers 
label packers opened at the following 
for choice grades, with fancy in extra 
heavy syrup listed in brackets: 8 ounce 


$1.15 ($1.20); 303’s $1.95 ($2.0214); 
No. 214's $2.95 ($3.10); No. 10's $10.95 
($11.55). 

FREESTONE PEACHES — Fruit 
running to small size on Elbertas and 
advertised brands are buying heavily 
on the somewhat reduced tonnage, to 
secure large fruit for No. 214 fancies. 
No prices yet but it would appear that 
top fancy large halves and slices will 
be on the short side out of the new 
pack. 

TOMATO JUICE—Ohio and ad- 
vertised brands touched off sharply 
reduced prices on distribution East of 
the Mississippi. Priced by area (ac- 
count of freight) puts California fob 
prices on advertised brands at $2.15- 
2.271% on 46 ounce. 

Independent California packers have 
limited stocks and are not disposed to 
meet this situation except where estab- 
lished business must be held. 


CALIFORNIA TOMATO STOCKS 


Stocks of canned tomatoes and cer- 
tain tomato products held by Califor- 
nia canners as of July 1, 1961 have 
been announced by the Canners 
League of California. (July 1, 1960 
stocks in parenthesis.) The League re- 
ported that stocks of canned tomatoes 
totaled 1,921,850 actual cases (1,593,- 
039), of which 1,711,150 cases were 
Round Tomatoes and 210,700 Italian 
type. 

July Ist stocks of tomato products in 
actual cases, according to the League 
report, were: Tomato Juice 3,144,901 
cases (3,444,537); Tomato catsup 3,217,- 
002 cases (2,796,636); Tomato Chili 
Sauce 325,080 cases (331,564) and To- 
mato Puree 166,873 cases (232,921). 

According to the League, these stocks 
represent the carryover of these prod- 
ucts going into the new packing season. 


CALIFORNIA ASPARAGUS PACK 

The 1961 California asparagus pack 
was 4,422,503 actual cases, according to 
the Canners League of California. The 
1961 pack consisted of 2,786,556 cas«s 
of White Asparagus and 1,635,947 cas-s 
All-Green. 

Converted to cases of 24 No. 2 cars, 
the 1961 California Asparagus pa:k 
was 3,772,092 cases as compared to a 
pack of 3,487,294 cases (24/2 basis) n 
1960. 
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
